Learning Through Sisffeting--Brought Closer 
Together by Persecutions. 


HIS LIKENESS IS THE GOAL. 


No matter how far up the in- | 
cline toward perfection we may 
be, there may be some improve- 
ments that can be made by some 
effort on our part that will not 
only be advantageous for us, but 
also helpful to others who may 
be patterning after our example. 

This is not a life to be lived 
alone. If it was, we might 
better afford to be negligent 
about our duties, for then no 
one would have. to suffer but 
ourselves if we failed. But we 
cannot live to  curselyes. 
(Rom. 14:7.) We will affect 
others more or less either for 
good or evil. 

It is not altogether for our- 
selves alone that we need dis- 
cipline and training, but as our 
in contact with 
others, we will appear better to 
them if we have been disciplined 

and trained. But this is not 
all. In fact this is not the most 
of it. Others are following our 
-example whether we have re- 
ceived any training or not. 
And if we are dilatory and 
awkward in appearance, or neg- 
ligent and careless about oui 
Ohristian duties, some body else 
will be that way, too. 
Remember we are preparing 
for and expecting to take a trip 
upward some of these days, but 
if we have not submitted to dis- 
cipline and training, how do we 
know we will get to go? When 
the children of Israel left Egypt 
six-hundred thousand strong, 
they ‘‘went up harnessed,” or 
by ‘‘fiveinarank.’’? This indi- 
cates some discipline, some train- 
ing, some preparation befare- 
hand. 
This going ‘‘up’’ out of Egypt 
is a type or picture of the Eagle 
Saints that will be caught ‘‘up’’ 
to meet the Lord in the air.

The only difficulty I see in this 
isthe preparing and filing of the 
proof and affidavits before the 
localexemption boards. In this, 
great cure should be taken on 
the part of the registrant to have 
every item in perfect order. 

Here is where it may be best 
in some cases to secure the as- 
sistance of an attorney, or friend 
upon whom you can depend, if 
you are the least bitin doubt 
of your knowledge and ability to 
perform such legal duties, 

The time to attend to these 
matters is now here. You have 
en days from the time you are 
called to your local board for ex- 
amination to file your claim for 
exemption or discharge. Then 
after you file this claim you 
have ten days to prepare p?oof. 

When you file your claim for 
exemption or discharge you must 
call for and obtain the necessary 
forms from the local exemption 
board. 

There much information 
that has not yet been given to 
the pubhe by the governmeut 
and it is necessary for every 
registrant to watch his local ex- 
emption board office for any 
additional information — that 
might be to his interest in filing 
claims or preparing proof, 
anything else. 

In filing these claims, and, as.

be able to prove to the goveri- 
ment that itis not a matter of 
or rebellion, but 
strictly a matter of conscie:ce 
and religious principles that 
causes us to make appeal for ex- 
emption and discharge.
